Washington, Feb. 13. — The house 


passed the army appropriation bill 
and entered upon consideration ot'the 
sundry civil bill, the last but one of 
the big money bills. The debate on 
the army bill was conSned largely to 
a discussion of the question of passing 
hills to remove the charge o£ deser- 
tion against soldiers, and was made 
notable by a statement o£ Mr. McClel- 
lan {N. Y.) comparing the cost ot the 
soldier ia. European armies with the 
cost to tbe United States. According 
to his figures, including the cost of 
pensions, etc.. each United States sol- 
dier involved an expense of S2.S28. 
v.-hi'e a German soldier costs $227 and 
a French soldier 5232. Previous to 
consideration of the apropriation bills, 
the letter reflecting upon Mr. Perry 
S. Heath, which Mr. Sulzer introduced 
into the proceedings Monday, was ex- 
punged from the record. During tbe 
debate upon the motion to expunge 
Mr. Sulzer renewed his attacK upon 
Mr. Heath, reiterating his statement 
that he was willing to father the state-

Cape Town, Feb. 13.— Twenty-seven 


Australians, Cape police and dragoons 
were captured by Kruitzinger's com- 
mando eight miles from Ballaspruit. 
Feh. 6, after a fight in which three 
British and five BOOTS were killed. The 
British were afterward released. Two 
hundred Boors are raiding the Prince 
Albert district, looting stores and de- 
stroying orchards and gardens. Sev- 
eral were Wiled and wounded. Seven 
British yeomanry, while skirmishing, 
were captured by a commando near 
Vryburg, which was forced to retire. 
Piet Dewet has arrived in Capo Town 
to engage the Afrikanders in the 
peace movement. 


An Krlge Sees It; 


Chicago, Feb. 13.— "England not 


only will have to come to the terms 
of peace insisted on by the Boers, but 
will be forced to pay to Transvaal 
fighters from £40,000,00 to £50,000,- 
000 indemnity," said Jan Krige, the 
Boer commandant under General Bo- 
tha, who is in Chicago. "The cables 
say that Dewet has crossed the Or- 
ange river with a. force of 2,000 men. 
If this Is true it is a death blow to 
England's hope of subduing the Boers, 
because Dewet eertairily- will have a 
force of 60,000 in the colony and caa 
dictate terms. The Boers have no rea- 
son in the world to surrender now."

0£ all the delicate and wonderful in- 


struments invented by scientists there 
Js. hardly one that is cot duplicated ia 
nature. However 
ingenious it may 


seem and however 
original, Mother 


Nature generally has its counterpart 
hid away somewhere. When the as- 
tronomers began to analyze sunlight 
they found that- it was made up of 
many dtfterent colors. A pjain bar of 
•white light passing through a prisin 
was broken up into a very rainbow, 
each separate color of which was found 
to represent a chemical element—Iron, 
sodium or some other ingredient of 
•Which the sun is 
composed. 
But 


prisms did not seem to 
divide light 


finely enough to suit the astronomers, 
so they went to 'work and made some- 
thing better. Upon a plate of metal 
they scratched an infinite number of 
invisible lines—scratched them in a 
marvelous machine, which they invent- 
ed for the purpose, 20,000 of them to 
a. single Inch—and called the metal 
plate a "diffraction grating." 
With 


this instrument and a long series of, 
calculations and experiments they were 
able to arrive at very correct ideas of 
the sun's chemistry, and 
later they 


found that the light of a star could be 
taken to pieces in the same way. It 
was a great discovery and the astrono- 
mers took a deal of pride In it But, 
lo. Mother Nature had been using the 
same principle for ages. The countless 
changing, tints of an oyster shell were 
so beautiful of themselves that most 
people had been content to enjoy them 
•without seeking their cause. But ev- 
erything has a cause—usually a most 
interesting one—and the 
Iridescent 


mother of p«arl resembled the astron- 
omers' diffraction grating so closely 
that they decided to look into the mat- 
ter. Everything upon our. little world 
obtains its color by dissecting white 
sunlight iu its own peculiar fashion, 
and wheu the oyster shell was not un- 
der a microscope It was seen to be 
simply e, diffraction grating, nothing 
more. Its apparently smooth surface 
was made up of thousands of minute 
lines and it got its rainbow tints by 
dividing the sunlight into its orglnal 
elemcr.la. The wings of iridescent in- 
se'et»-~beetles, for example—were rulea 
in the same way, and an Impression of 
them in white sealing wax gave off: the 
sarno colors. So the astronomers, who 
are not in the'least jealous, decided 
that if any patent, rights -were uuc On 
the invention they belonged to Mother 
Nature by priority of discovery.
